The  Saxon  Temple 

is  an  Altar  plac’d  in  an  open  Grove,  round  which 
the  feven  Deities  of  this  Nation,  that  give  Name  to 
the  Days  of  the  Week,  were  placed,  which  are 
fince  remov’d  to  the  Gothic  Temple. 

Nel/ons  Seat 

is  an  airy  Building  to  the  North- Weft  of  the 
Houfe,  from  whence  there  is  an  open  Profpeft,  and 
in  it  are  the  following  Infcriptions,  defcribing  the 
Paintings.
